New York, October 18.—The fed- 
eral government today fired a double- 
barreled charge into wet forces al- 
leged to be drenching New York and 
New Jersey with illicit liquor. 

With one charge federal agents, 
working under direct orders from 
Washington, brought down a bag of 
eleven conspirators, rounded up in 
the hotel Pennsylvania and elsewhere, 
who are alleged to have been using 
$80,000 to bribe prohibition agents 
not to stop the brewing of real beer 
in New Jersey; not to interfere with 
the converting of industrial alcohol 
into strong liquor; and to block the 
flooding of New York and New Jer- 
sey with beer from rival vats in Penn- 
sylvania. 

With the other barrel, the govern- 
ment fired a broadside into the first 
of several thousand saloonkeepers al- 
lezed to be running wide open in 
New York city since the repeal of 
the state prohibition enforcement, law. 
Fifty-four suits were filed in federal 
court to padlock these alleged “speak- 
easies’” under provisions of the Vol- 
stead act, and United States Attor- 
ney Hayward added that more actions 
would be brought as soon as com-

Savannah, Ga., October 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—A telegram from Dr. J. M. 
Wells, president of Columbia Theo- 
logical seminary, reached the Georgia 
Presbyterian synod early today an- 
nouncing that the synod of South Car- 
olina had by practically unanimous 
vote granted the request of the board 
of the Columbua institution to pro- 
ceed with arrangements to consolidate 
the school with Union Theological 
seminary at Richmond. Despite the 
fact that news reports came that the 
Florida synod had taken similar ac- 
tion, South Carolina, where the sem- 
inary is located, and Florida being co- 
supporters and controllers of the in- 
stitute—the Georgia synod this morn- 
ing, upon reopening the matter de- 
cided yesterday, stood by its decision. 
The decision is that the board of the 
seminary seek a location and be em- 
powered to make relocation of the 
insti‘ution within the bounds of the 
controlling synods but that consolida- 
tion with other inetitutions or loca- 
tion outside of the state mentioned 
be not agreed to without reference 
to and consent of the Georgia synod. 
The synod adjourned with the most 
important matter brought before the 
body in several decades in this posi- 
tion.

FLORIDA SYNOD VOTES 
FOR CONSOLIDATION. 

Tallahassee, Fla., October 18.— 
The Presbyterian synod of Florida, 
in thirty-second annual session here, 
veted today to recommend consolida- 
tion of the Columbia (S.C.) Theolog- 
ical .seminary with Union Theologi- 
cal seminary at Richmond, Va. The 
recommendation includes suggestions 
for enlargement of the scope of the 
werk of the combined institutions to 
incorporate an extension department. 

Columbia seminary has been for 
2¢ years the training school of South 
Carolina, Georgia and Florida Pres- 
byterian ministers. Union seminary 
takes care of those from Virginia 
and North Carolina. 

In connection with the report of 
the committee on education, Dr. W. 
J Martin, president of Davidson col- 
lege (North Carolina), Dr. W. E. 
Mellwiin, president of Palmer col- 
lege at De Funiak Springs, Fla., and 
Professor F. Melton Clark, of the Co- 
lumbia seminary, addressed the synod 
briefly, outlining the work of their 
resnective schools, 

The meeting was thrown into an 
uproar of laughter when the new mod- 
erator. Dr. T. H. McConnell, of Or- 
lando, put the question on a motion 
to abandon special preaching services 
scheduled for 11 o'clock and proceed 
— business matters before the sy- 
nod. 

“You have heard the motion that 
we shall abandon the preaching serv- 
ices and proceed with the work of the 
Lord,’ he said. The motion was ear- 
ried 22 to 19 after several minutes 
of discussion.

garbage will be required downtown 
beginning November 15. 

Separation of wet from dry garbage 
in the residence districts will Be re- 
quired beginning December 1, 

Notice will be served on all busi- 
ness houses and residents before the 
new ordinance goes into effect. Copies 
of the new law are being prepared 
for distribution through the businces 
district in order to avoid misunder- 
standing of its provisions. 

Chief Jentzen stated that no plan 
has been adopted yet for disposing of 
the dry garbage, the sale of which is 
expected to net the city around $100,- 
000 per year. It will require several 
weeks of observation, he said, to de 
termine how much salvagable waste 
paper, rags and bones will be gath- 
ered by the sanitary carts. The city. 
has at present no warehouses or other 
facilities for storing this kind of ma- 
terial. Chief Jentzen stated that it 
would probably be sold on contract to 
Atlanta junk dealers after competi- 
tive bids had been asked. The coun- 
committee will take the 
matter under consideration at its next 
meeting.

If on the other hand it was found 
that Germany could not meet such 
demands, with her own resources, 
witléut destroying the new democ- 
racy, starving and demoralizing 
her people, then such steps could 
be taken as warranted by the facts 


evade the obligations of the treaty 
but to become able to meet them 
through work and service, and an 
honest will to evade nothing, but 
discharge every pledge. 

This was the position taken by 
Secretary Hughes, at or about the 
iime that the late President Harding 
saw the necessity for a wider world 
cooperation on the part of this gov- 
ernment, and Lloyd George referred 
to it in his address:

In the meantime it is expected 
that General Wood, who was the 
storm-center of national republican 
politics prior to the Chicago con- 
vention in 1920, and who opened 
the. balloting with the largest in- 
structed vote for the presidential 
nomination, will return to the. states 
to defend his position, and that of 
the administration, the criticisms of 
such shrewd politicians as Manuel 
Quezon and his associates undoubt- 
edly being more or less irritating to 
the republican party leaders. 

There is no mistaking the fact 
that the Philippines during the past 
year have derived more benefits 
from the United States than ever 
before. The currency of that ter- 
ritory was given a firm gold backing 
for the first time by the flotation 
of a 4% per cent loan in this coun- 
try. Today the peso is of equal 
value with the gold dollar, which is 
not true of any other Spanish-speak- 
ing nation, not even Mexico under 
its new industrial and conservative 
regime. 

It is also true that the local Phil- 
ippine government is as nearly dem- 
ocratic and representative as pos- 
sible where a strict protectorate is 
maintained, and the proponents of 
American control hold that the 
astute Japanese government would 
soon have the Philippines hopelessly 
involved were it not for the pro- 
tecting hand of Uncle Sam. 

All of this, however, is conjec- 
ture. It has been a quarter of a 
century Since the Philippines fell to 
American control through the for- 
tunes of the Spanish-American war. 
The country was not taken over in 
the spirit of conquest any more than 


this year at New Haven, I think, in 
which he proposed that the whole 
question of Germany’s capacity to pay 
should be examined by a commission 
of. business experts, and he made it 
clear if a commission of that kind 
were appointed every facility would 
be given for an American expert to 
be on that body, a thoroughly prac- 
tical, businesslike proposal. _ 

“The examination of Germany's 
eapacity and the treaty of Versailles 
was left to a body called the repa- 
ration commission. On that body the 
United States of America wants to be 
represented. But something happened 
to that treaty down in Washington. 
The United States of America, there- 
fore, has no representative. But when 
it is suggested that there should be a 
eommittee of experts, with an Ameri- 
can among them, that is substantially 
ibe same thing, and I cannot under- 
stand why either France or Belgium 
should refuse to accept that very mod- 
erate and sensible proposal.” 

The fact is the United States 
should have had official represen- 
tation on the reparations commis- 
sion. Being the creditor of all the 
allied nations, and more strategically 
situated than any other allied gov- 
ernment to bring about not only 
amicable understandings with Ger- 
many but a stronger economic posi- 
tion of the allied nations of the con- 
tinent, the failure to participate with 
that commission has been the most 
costly diplomatic mistake, measured 
in dollars and cents to American in- 
terests, of any action since the 
armistice. 

However, that is water that has 
passed over the wheel. President 
Harding saw the light before he died, 
and the speech of Secretary Hughes, 
referred to by the British commoner, 
was the nearest step to repair the 
danger that could be taken at the 


time. 
Said Lloyd George again: 


“T regret that after such a great 
and glorious victory there should be

fruition of peace. . . . Storm clouds 
are gathering over Hurope. | 

“It will need all the wisdom, all the 
calm, all the judgment of the mariners

was Cuba. It was the act of gov- 
ernmental humanity that has always 
characterized the purposes and aims 


of this government, and the wisdom 
of that course has been amply jus- 


tified. 
But the time Is coming when— 


our work done—we will have to 


turn over the Philippines to the Fil- 
ipinos. 

Whether or not that time has ar- 
rived we do not know. If not now, 
the time will come soon. When it 


does come if we believe in our own 


government; in our own constitu- 
tion; in our own governmental 
faith; in the freedom of our own 
institutions, we will retire from the 
Philippines, give them their inde- 
pendence, and hold them to a strict 
accountability for the improvement 
of their opportunities, as we do 
Cuba under the Platt amendment— 
reserving, of course, the right to 
such coaling or naval stations as 
our demands may warrant, and as 
the Filipinos will gladly concede.

Papy- 
rus, we are told, has never run On a 
dirt track—but the British are noted 
for meeting new problems and for 
somehow “muddling through” and 
we suspect that there is something 
of the.

HEALTH TALKS

THE COMMON HEADACHE. 


_ Migraine or periodic sick headache 
is bad; neuralgia and tie doloureaux 
are even Worse, in spots, but ordinary 
headache, which occurs from so many 
little infractions of the simple rules 
of health and right living, is a minor 
aument, a half hearted pain, a mere 
indisposition, likely as not just a so- 
cial alibi. People who wilfully breathe 
foul air, when fresh air is ‘available 
In unlimited quantities right outside 
the window, deserve a headache: very 
often they get it. People who endure 
leakage in gas fittings in the house 
or put up with gas stoves which have 
no connection with chimney or flue, 
are entitled to the headache of which 
they commonly complain. 

The ordinary headache igs the kind 
& great many students of fishiology 
have whenever their “elimination” is 
retarded. These credulous persons ac- 
cept the “autointoxication” hypothesis 
as an established physiological or 


pathological fact ; when you take fish- 
lology so seriously you naturally worry 
a good ) 
innards, and all that sort of thing; 


deal over the state of your 


people who worry easily can concoct a 


dull mean headache for themselves on 
slight 


provocation. The ordinary 
headache is often relieved almost in- 
Stantly by the artificia] emptying of 
the bowel—which stops the worrying 
but of course could not stop the hypo- 
thetical autointoxication so suddenly. 

_ There are chapters of very medical 
literature indeed which will] give even 


& medical cynic at least the makings 
ofa headache ; much stuff is published 
which isn’t literature any more than 


it is medical, that gives the lay vie- 
im the makings of a headache. There 
are thousands of women with “dis- 
placements” of which they have been 
appraised, who suffer consequently 
from much headache and thousands of 
other women with displacements 
they've never learned about who have 
no headaches. Anxiety neurosis is at- 
tended with headaches. 

The dull, mean headache of the 
ordinary type does really clear up with 
surprising promptness after an enema 
or a salene purge. ‘This is more likely 
attributable to alteration of the pres- 
Sure within the skull than to any with- 
drawal or removal of “toxie matter.” 
Indeed, a good dose of common table 
salt is one of the best of headache 
remedies for ordinary headaches, One 
can’t swallow enough salt straight 
from the salt cellar, but if the salt is 
swallowed in the form of coated tab- 
lets or lozenges enough may be taken 
to withdraw considerable water from 
the intestinal wall, which immediately 
lowers tension or pressure within the 
skull. Tablets or lozenges of 15 grains 
of salt coated with salol (which 
doesn’t dissolve till the tablets enter 
the intestine) are used, two being 
taken every five or 10 minutes for five 
or six doses, washed down with swa]- 
lows of.water. This remedy proves 
satisfactory in relieving most ordinary 
headaches, and is without the risk to 
the heart which attends the use of 
most domestic headache remedies.

The importance of the recent decision of 
the circuit court of appeals in the cases 
of the Equitable Trust company of New 
York and the Shawmut National bank of 
Boston against M. M. Hopkins, trustee in 
bankruptcy, of the Heyward-Williams com- 
pany, is shown in that it has definitely 
settled the rights of the holders of cotton 
receipt certificates ‘gainst trustees in 
bankruptcy. 

These are commonly known gs warehouse 
receipts. Max Isaac, who was of counsel 
for the Equitable Trust company, “as pre- 
pared an annotation 
bracing all of the salient features of the 
decision and ig publishing it for the benefit 
of bankers, lawyers and cotton men. The 
standing of cotton receipts was a icubtful 
one up to this year.

Saw Mrs. Stokes 
In Wallace Flat, 
SaysEx-Diplomat 


New York, October 18.—Horace G. 
Knowles, formerly in the diplomatic 
service of the United States in Ru- 
mania, Bulgaria, Bolivia and Peru, 
today testified at the re-tria] of W. 
E. D. Stokes’ suit for divorce from 
his wife. Mrs. Helen Elwood Stokes, 
that he had seen Mrs. Stokes in 1914 
on the stairs leading to the East 35th 
street apartment of Edgar 'T. Wallace, 
co-respondent. 

Knowles. now a practicing law- 
yer, said he knew Wallace and that 
in 1914 he had visited a man with 
whom Wallace shared an apartment 
on 35th street. Asked whether he 
had seen Mrs. Stokes there, after the 
defendant had been pointed out to 
him in the court room, the witness 
answered : 

“TT, the best of my knowledge and 
belief, I did see her on tbe stairs 
levding to the apartment and the 
flat.” 

Clarence A. Smith, process server, 
and Charles Murphy, deupty sheriff, 
told of having made frequent ‘and 
unsuccessful] visits to the tea room In 
the house where Waliuce had his 
apartment in an attempt to serve a 
subpoena on Mrs. Mary McNulty, 
head waitress of the tea room. 

Justice Mahoney -eserved decision 
on a motion of Samuel Untermyer, 
chief defense counsel, to strike from 
the record testimony of Smith and 
Murphy. 

Knowles Causes Surprise. 

Appearance as a_e witness of 
Knowles, who did not appear at the 
first trial of the suit, came as a sur- 
prise, it was apparent from the at- 
titude of defense counsel. 

Knowles, who said he vas an ex- 
porter and representative of the “de 
facto government vf San Domingo,” 
as well as a lawyer, declared he had 
come into court on October 1 on his 
own volition to identify Mrs. Stokes 
to his own satisfaction. When he 
saw her he said he was sure she was 
the woman he had seen’ on 35th 
street. 

Under cross-examination he said 
he was not sure of the date on which 
he visited the court but that it was 
on the opening day of the trial. 

Mr. Knowles places the number of 
times he had seen Mrs. Stokes in 
the Wallace flat at two. 

“I wouldn’t say more than two 
times,” he went on, “although it may 
have been five or six times. I saw 
her once coming up the stairs—I no- 
ticed her when she stumbled.” 

On another occasion, the witness 
said, “he was in Wallace’s living 
room, waiting for Dr, Benson, who 
shared the apartment with the trac- 
tion man, when Mrs. Stokes entered 
from the hall, passed through and 
entered another room in the flat.” 

Mr. Untermyer asked if he had 
ever seen Wallace in the flat at the 
Same time Mrs. Stokes was present. 

“No,” he answered. “Dou you 
want me to tell you why?” 

“No,” retorted Mr. Untermyer. 

Negro Testifiés. 

“It jsut occurred to you, didn’t it, 
that Mrs. Stokeg was in Chieago Oc- 
tober 1?” asked Mr. Untermyer. 

“It occurs to me now,” answered 
Mr. Knowles. 

“But I saw Mrs. Stokes here on 
the first day of the trial.’ 

“That was the first time you have 
seen her since 1914?—1914 and you 
are sure she is the woman now?” 
asked Mr. Untermyer. 

“I am sure.” 

Ezariah Epps, negro messenger for 
the Interborough Rapid Transit com- 
pany, while Wallace was an engineer 
for the concern, and brother of 
Me-rtha Jones, cook for Wallace, testi- 
fied he had seen Mrs Stokes in the 
kitchen of the Wallace apartment at 
Fifth Avenue and 29th street. He 
also said he saw her at the flat where 
Wallace’moved later to 13 East 35th 
street, and again at Bethel, Conn., in 
company with Wallace and several 
other women. 


Trustees Unable 
To Obtain Funds 


For Sanitarium 


— 


Milledgeville, Ga., October 18.— 
(Spevial.)—It was decided today, at 
a meeting of the board of trustees 
of. the Georgia State sanitarium, that 
there is nothing further that the 
board can do to relieve the financial 
emergency which faces that institu- 
tion, through failure of the legisla- 
ture to appropriate sufficient funds 
for its maintenance and the re- 
fusal of Governor Walker to sign a 
warrant for payment of an emergency 
appropriation voted at the last ses- 
sion of the assembly. ‘The board will 
continue its efforts to finance the 
institution through loans made from 
local banks until such time as the 
governor signs the warrant. 

The board decided that, while the 
emergency was acute, a drastic or- 
der closing down the institution was 
out of the question. 


Sums Insufficient. 


For several years past, the sums 
appropriated by each legislature 
have been insufficient to meet the fi- 
nancial necessities of the institution 
and, in the past, the policy has been 


. for the annual deficiency to be made 


up by a special emergency appropri- 
ation. This course was followed by 
the 1923 lezislature, which voted 
$249,000 to meet the deficiency al- 
ready faced by the sanitarium. The 
institution is reported as running be- 
hind at the rate of $20,000 per month 
and unless the governor authorizes 
payment of this emergency appropri- 
ation of $249,000, it is estimated that 
when the legislature convenes in its 
regular session next summer the 
deficiency will be about $400,000.
